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Paradigms or worldviews have been basic to human functioning eve: since the 
dawn of history. These undergo changes from time to time as evidence and expe- 
rience accumulates which cannot adequately be explained by the paradigm then 
in favor. The cover drawing of a series of “Russian dolls” shows how paradigms 
arising from scientific thinking have evolved to encompass larger and larger per- 
spectives. The nesting of the Russian dolls illustrates that the paradigms that 
have previously demonstrated a high degree of success will be included within a 
new, more encompassing paradigm. The authors of the series of Persportves con- 
cluded in this issue believe that evidence supporting the need for an expanded 
paradigm has grown to the point where mainstream science can no longer ignore 
its existence. The last “doll” in the series represents an undefined new paradigm, 
one which the authors believe will include the current science of separateness and 
encompass it into a science of connectiveness. 
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
